doubt, a good ſyſtem of Pſalmody, un- 


der the Jewiſh diſpenſation: And were

well ſtill. But if we are no more re- 
quired to offer brutal and vegetable ſa- 
crifices, directing our faith to a promiſ- 
ed Meſſiah to come, why are we ſtill 
exhorted hereunto, in this moſt ſolemn 
part of our religious worſhip : And e- 
ven though we were ſtill under the Jew- 
iſh diſpenſation; yet two objections 
would occur againſt our old metre ver- 
ſion of their Pſalms, viz. the language 
and poetry; which I doubt not but eve- 
ry impartial, learned, and judicious per- 
ſon will allow. 
But ſince the Jewiſh ſhadows are now 
diſpelled, by the radiant beams of Goſ- 
pel light; this brings on a more mate- 
rial objection | againſt our preſent ver- 
ſion, viz. Tha want of evangelical 
clearneſs Let, far be it from me to 
wiſh, that the book of Pſalms were 
wholly laid aſide in our Chriſtian Pſal- 
mody, ſeeing they breathe ſuch an ex- 
cellent ſpirit of true devotion ; and ma- 
ny of them very evangelical too, as ap- 
pears. by the light of the New Teſta- 
ment: But why ſhould a metre verſion 
of them, wrapt up in the thickeſt clouds 
of Jewiſh rites and ceremonies (and ſuch 


D/ ED 1: Go AT FHO wy; 
is ours) become the whole fyſtem of 
Pſalmody in a Chriſtian Church? It 
may, perhaps, be replied, Is ours worſe. 
than others? I anſwer, By no means: 
For, though I have ſeen twenty, or 
more verſions of the Pſalms in metre ; 
yet, upon the whole, they are no bet- 
ter than our own, in ſome wen or o- 
ther. 

The cimfideration of theſe 4 has 
prompted me to employ my ſpare hours, 
for ſome years bygone, to attempt a 
new one; which I would now humbly 
lay at your feet: In peruſal whereof, if 
you will take the trouble, I hope you 
will find, that I have avoided thoſe rocks 
whereon others have ſplit, or founder- 
ed. | 
At my entry upon this work, I laid 

down a certain plan to myſelf, which I 
have endeavoured to you: in view thro? 
the whole. 
"Firſt, 1 have kept as near moo ene 
of the proſe text as the matter could 
well admit, with due connexion: And 
where I have been obliged, to deviate, at

5 ty; not admitting wild enthuſiaſtical 
| notions in the place of ſacred truths. 


Secondly, I have endeavoured to elu- 


cidate the whole book of Pſalms, fo as 


to render them plain and perſpicuous to 
the meaneſt capacity: eſpecially thoſe. 
prophetical paſſages which relate to 
Chriſt. But I have purpoſely changed 
two things which frequently occur in 
the book of Pſalms, viz. brutal ſacri- 
ice, and inſtrumental mufic; Both of 
which, I think, were peculiar to the 
Jews; and, inſtead thereof, have ſub- 
ſtituted in place of brutal ſacrifices the 


ſacriſice of Chriſt, once offered for all: 


And, inſtead of inſtrumental mufic, I have 
put /inging with grace in the heart, &c. 
I have alſo, in ſome places, foftened, or 
explained the imprecatory phraſes, as not 


being ſo agreeable to the New-Teſta- 


ment diſpenſation. Such deviations -I | 
flatter myſelf, will not give offence to 


any candid and judicious Chriſtians : 


Nor will they find fault with me, Lhope, - 


for expreſſing ſome things in the lan- 


guage of the New Teſtament, inſtead of 


: 5 1 Phraſes.—l muſt alſo beg to be 
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excuſed, for putting in a ſtanza in ſome 8 
places, by way of explanation or illu- 
ſtration. This may be eafily diſpenſed 
with, becauſe I have always diſtinguiſh- 
ed them by the Italic type, and alſo in- 
cluded them in a parentheſis; ſo that 
they may be taken in, or left out, at 
diſcretion. But though I have been 
obliged to uſe ſome ſupplement in ge- 
neral, I have not diſtinguiſhed it, to a- 
void confuſion. 

Thirdly, In order that the Pſalms may 
be ſung with the ſpirit, and with the 
underſtanding alſo, I have divided the 

long ones into ſeveral parts, having al- 
ways regard to the connexion; ſo as 
not to have one part end, without a 
proper concluſion ; nor another begin, 
without ſome ſuitable introduction; yet 
ſo as they may be fung well enough 
without ſach diviſions. And where 
theſe parts run too long for common 
occaſions, I have, where the matter 
would admit, included ſome' verſes in 
crotchets, thus J, which may be 
either taken in, or left out, at pleaſure. 
Other methods of abridging the length, | 
Leave to the e 
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Thus have I given my reaſons for at- 
temptin g this New Verſion of the Pſalms 
in a few words; vpn with my 


whole plan. 


There 1s however, ſuch a deep-root- 
ed prejudice in the mind of moſt people 
here, againſt an attempt of this kind, 
and in favour of the old verſion of the 
Pſalms, as cannot be expected ſoon to 
evaniſh, But when the Spirit of God 


ſhall further enlighten their minds to 
diſcover the truths contained in their 


Bibles, eſpecially thoſe in the New Te- 
ſtament, undoubtedly this prejudice 
will no more find room there; but they 
will weigh things in an even balance, 
and Uiſrover between truth and error, 
and give preference to laudable attempts 
according to their merit. 

And now, Reverend Gentlemen, I 
humbly ſubmit the whole to your can- 
did judgments, begging that your will 
carefully peruſe it. And if it be found 
worthy of your approbation, I kope you 
will encourage it: But if fault be found 
in it, for what human performance is 
without faults? Lam open to con vicki- 
on; and ready to receive correction and 


DIC ATIL ON un 
affiſtance, with thankfulneſs, from any 
judicious hand; for I have had none as 
yet. 

I might have uſed many more argu- 
ments, in my own vindication, were it 
not ſuperfluous, ſeeing-you yourſelves, 
under whoſe patronage I have preſumed 
to ſhelter this New Verſion of the Pſalms 
and Scripture Hymns, are very compe- 
tent Judges. 

It is alſo humbly and eardeltly re- 
commended to all the reverend miniſters 
of the Seceding Party, to examine this 
book carefully ; and, after a candid pe- 
ruſal of the whole, if fault be found in 
the whole, or in part, their obſervati- 
ons and objections ſhall be thankfully 
received, and duly attended to by the 
Author. 

It only now remains, Reverend Sirs, 
that I acquaint you, that the manuſcript, 
before it was put to the preſs, was care- 
fully pernſed, by ſeveral eminent di- 
vines of this Church, who were pleaſed 
© to expreſs their approbation of it; and 
earneſtly begged it might be made pub- 
lic, for the inſpection of others. Their 
| judgment had a conſiderable influence 
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with the Author, to permit the whole 


to come abroad, for the peruſal of mi- 


niſters, elders, and other judicious 
Chriſtians. 


L therefore conclude, at preſent, hear- 
tily wiſhing that the Goſpel may be: 
made the power of God unto ſalvation 
to you, and to all that hear you. And 
that the Church of Scotland may ſhine 
more and more with truth and purity,
